him in 1919 when he returned from a year 
with the First Division in France. 

He was the son of Matilda Miller and John 
Jay Bryant of Riverside, IL. The young 
Bryants made their home for 40 years in 
Waukesha, WI calling their home “Earl 
Hill” after the family home in Northern 
Ireland. The home is still raising Bryants 
today. 

During the harsh winter of 1926, Henry 
Bryant suggested that his wife have the 
fourth of their five children in a warmer 
climate. He remembered visiting with his 
grandparents on the Mississippi Gulf Coast 
many years before. They rented a cottage on 
the beach in Pascagoula. Their son, Charles 
Brate Bryant, now of Hartland, WI, was 
born at the Old Biloxi Hospital, where Nurse 
Whitespunner was in charge. 

Their older children were: Henry Bryant 
Jr., an honored artist of Montpellier, France; 
John Jay Bryant III, Glen Ellyn, ITT and 
Mardi Bryant Jones of Dallas, TX. The fifth 
child is Anthony Wayne Bryant of 
Waukesha. There are 16 grandchildren and 
11 great-grandchildren in the Bryant family. 

The Bryants fell in love with the Coast and 
bought property in Gulf Hills. The family 
traditionally spent part of each year here, 
until they moved permanently in 1959. 

Henry Bryant, a Cornell graduate, 
developed a tung farm in Mississippi and 
was the founder of Century Fence Company, 
which is still doing well after 73 years in 
operation. He died at age 98 in August 1979. 

Mrs. Bryant has been active over the 
years at First Presbyterian Church of Ocean 
Springs. She is also a member of the Ocean 
Springs Churchwomen, the 1699 Historical 
Committee, the Republican Women, the 
Ocean Springs Art Association and the Gulf 
Hills Garden Club. 

In 1985 she returned to the stage after a 
long absence, playing the witch in Hansel 
and Gretel. 

She has continued her artwork and 
painted several in a series of historical por- 
traits and scenes of Jackson County, which 
have been on public display many times over 
the years. Mrs. Archie Gautier of 
Pascagoula conceived the idea of the 
historical art display and the works were 
donated to the Jackson County Historical 
Society. 

Working in her garden is another joy to 
her and she often brings floral arrangements 
from her yard to social events. She is 
continuing her beautification efforts through 
her work with the Chamber of Commerce 
Community Appearance Committee.

Captain S.H. Bugge born in Wulfen of 
Fehmann, Germany May 27, 1854 came to 
this country as a young man and in 
December 1878 married Miss Caroline A. 
Schuette in New Orleans, LA. In 1883 he 
moved to Pascagoula, where he soon became 
active in the maritime business, being at one 
time probably the best known seafaring man 
of the Port of Pascagoula. 


Captain Bugge, licensed as a pilot of this 
port, Nov. 30, 1897 filled this position for 
many years; was master of a large tug boat 


which operated here during the height of the, 


lumber business, and later became manager 
of the Pascagoula Towing Company. His last 
work was as master of Munson Line Steamer 
in service between New Orleans and South 

~American ports. In 1927 Captain Bugge 
abandoned the sea and came to his 
Pascagoula home, hoping to regain his fail- 
ing strength, but his condition became no 
better and he died May 14, 1928. Caroline 
Auguste Schuette, born Jan. 8, 1856, died 
Jan. 19, 1916 W.O.W. They are both buried 
at Greenwood Cemetery. 

They had six children; Harry Frank, born 
1881 in Pascagoula, who married Mary 
Louise Stemper; August Paul, born 1883, 
who married Mammie Corrine Bogdahn; 
Mabel Anna born 1889, who married Paul 
Edward Seidler in New York; Harold Simon, 
born 1891, who married Josephine Ferrer; 
Theresa Wilhelima, born 1893, who married 
Theodor John Schliesser; Caroline Auguste, 
born 1896, who married Fredrick Sundberg 
1895 - 1956, both buried at Greenwood 
Cemetery. 

The Schliesser’s three children were 
Caroline Hill, Bernice Bolen and Ted. Harry 
Bugge had a son, Earl, who married Sarah 
and has two daughters, Rosemary and 
Patsy. 

Captain Simon H. Bugge built a beautiful 
two story home on Orange Street that is still 
standing.

In August 1943 Hudis Leroy Burgess 
came to Pascagoula and was employed by 
Ingalls Shipbuilding Corp. as a chipper to 
help the war effort. A short time later, Rudy 
Lee Hood Burgess followed him to the Coast 
along with two children; Donice Jeanette 
Burgess and Donald Edwin Burgess. They 
rented one of the government project apart- 
ments on 1407 12th Street. Soon after their 
arrival Rudy Lee contracted tuberculosis. 
She spent several years in treatment in 
Jackson County before going to Sanatorium, 
MS, where she spent six months. During 


140 
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that time Leroy, Donice, and Donald lived 
with his parents, Joseph Roland Burgess 
and Nettie Lora Vance Burgess, 1111 
Faragut Street. 


Leroy and Rudy Lee were from North 
Mississippi, where their families were some 
of the earliest settlers. Rudy Lee Hood 
Burgess was born Oct. 13, 1919 in Fulton. 
Her parents were John Hood, born April 11, 
1885 who died April 15, 1935 and Margaret 
Maude Webb Vance Hood, born May 5, 1873 
who died Jan. 3, 1960. She was the youngest 
child of the Hood family which numbered 
eighteen. The oldest son of the family (by a 
previous marriage) was named Robert Lee 
in honor of the Southern general, Robert E. 
Lee. When the youngest child was born, 
John Hood wanted her to carry those initials 
also, therefore, Rudy Lee is also named in 
honor of Robert E. Lee. In 1924 the family 
moved to Netiieton, MS, where John and 
Maude spent their remaining years. Leroy 
was born March 27, 1915 at Houlka, MS to 
Joseph Roland Burgess and Nettie Lora 
Vance Burgess. His early years he spent in 
farming and sawmill work. It took him 
several years to complete the eighth grade, 
because he had to help the family during 
severe economic depression. He joined the 
Civilian Conservation Corps in August 1934 
and helped construct roads bridges and 
dams near Tupelo, MS. One weekend he 
went home with a buddy, Marshall Hood. 
There he met “the girl of my dreams.” He 
and Rudy Lee were married Jan. 10, 1937 at 
Nettleton, MS. They had three children: 
Donice, Donald and Paul. Donice Jeanette 
Burgess, born in Nettleton, MS on Oct. 26, 
1937; Donald Edwin Burgess was born in 
Houston, MS on Oct. 9, 1941, married Ellen 
Laws, born Feb. 17, 1940, Forrest City, AR 
on May 2, 1960. Their children are: Clarissa 
Leigh Burgess born Dec. 28, 1963, Memphis, 
TN; Kevin Roger Burgess, born Sept. 11, 
1965, Memphis, TN and Donald Keith 
Burgess born March 26, 1967, Memphis, 
TN.
